The construction o£ the road through 


the country was not the least of Its 
obstacles, however. A path into PLtts- 
Tjurg had to be fotrvl. The Pennsyl- 
vania railroad had ironopolized any 
-valley leading In from tho east. The 
Pennsylvania lines and ths Plttsburg 
& Lake Erie had effectively occupied 
any method of ingress from the -west. 
Between these two companies all tTie 
available land along the rivers and 
the valleys leading thereto had been 
crowded with tracks. 
Along both 


banks of the Monongahela and on 
both sides of the Ohio a railroad could 
not build -within hailing distance of 
this tremendous industrial metropolis. 


The line was surveyed to the great 


hill on the outskirts of the city where 
the boundary of the Thirty-fifth Ward 
i-s marked and where the 1-orough of 
Qreeutree presses against the ctty 
line. It was a mile Ihrough this hill. 
The Vi'abas'i engineers figured that a 
•tunnel about 4,800 feet long, a trifle 
short oE a mile, would carry the rail- 
road through. The line was surveyed; 
the tunnel is now constructed. 


Having done this the line o£ the rail- 


road ran against Mount Washington, 
the great hill that rears itself preolp- 
itiously from the Monongaliela. river. 


• Over a half a mile of tunnel was found 
• necessary an-1 it had been constructed, 


bringing the railroad across the Mo- 
•nongahela river and theiue by a via- 
<duot four blocks long into the heart 
of Plttsburg. 
Its Costly Difficulties. 


This 1s the kind of a railroad that 


has been built: It begins at a depot 
/building that wfll cost a million or 
• more before it is completed. It passes 
• over a.rladuct and onto a bridge which 
has cost another million. It enters 
a tunnel through lit Washington that 
5s scarcely less costly. H goes onto 
another viaduct on the other side of 
-Mt Washington through the Thirty- 
second and Thirty-fifth. Wards of Pltts- 
burg, crossing street railways, steara 
-railroads and creeks and enters anoth- 
•ar tunnel 200 feet long. It crosses 
more creeks and railways and goes on- 
to a viaduct, .1 great high structure 
in the Thirty-tlftli Ward that Is as 
•rraceful as it Is massive.
